REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 2-5, 7-19, 28- 
30, 32-48 are allowable over the prior art of record, because the prior art does not show or 
suggest the combination of an apparatus having an inclined upper guideway, a generally inclined 
or horizontal lower guideway, a substantially inelastic reciprocating means connected to an 
fi-eely moveable along the upper and lower guideways, a ball connected to the reciprocating 
means, a first and second upstanding stable support connected to either end of the upper and 
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lower guideways, and wherein the lower guideway between the first and second upstanding 
stable supports is slack when the ball is at rest.
